W ith its gentle feel akin to silk, Kawagoe 
tozan-weave fabric created a singular 
era during Edo times as the textile for which 
the region was known. However, early 20th 
century mechanization left it behind and 
output shrank. Starting about 30 years ago, 
efforts have been underway around town 
to revive it as a local specialty. The shop 
Gofuku Kanda is specially contracted to use 
Kawagoe tozan. The selection is bountiful, 
from rolls of cloth to small accessories.
